Farmers are get- 
ling 9d. a dozen less for the 
smallest grade than they were 
paid last year. 


“This is bound to affect out- 
put later in the year,” sald Mr 
James Aley, seerctary of the 
association.

Labrador retriever, owned by 
Mrs Maureen Miller. She said: 
“He grabbed the bone from 
Pixie and raced across the green 
with it in his mouth. Then he 
dropped in agony and died. 

Police were told that a few 
weeks ngo another retriever, 
Jock, belonging to River Board 
worker Bob Woudley, died in a 
similar way. - 

Said Inspector Charles Mor- 
rison, of the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals: “I wish 1 could get 
my hands on the man who did 
it. Strychnine is a particularly 
horrible and cruel way to kill 
an arimal." — London Express 
Service.

It is full of curious stories. 

Such is the story of his an- 
cestress Elizabeth, born in 1207, 
daughter of the King of Hun- 
gary. F 


‘Revered’ 


Elizabeth's husband, the Land- 
grave Louls 1V of Thuringla, 
-) was as harsh to his subjects as 
his wife was kind. Once he 
ordered her to reveal what she 
wos carrying out of thelr 
castle. It was, In fact, bread 
for the poor families ruled by 
the Landgrave; but legend says 
thnt God, to protect Elizabeth 
from her husband's anger, 
changed the bread into roses. 
The carl's book mentions that 
this medicval- pre-Mountbatten 
was later canonised by the Pope 
and adds: “A fragment of the 
wedding dress St EXzabeth wore 
in 1221 iy preserved at Broad- 
lands.” (Earl ~~ Mounbatten’s 
home).

An cqually ptous Mountbatten 
relation was another Elizabeth, 
who omarricd Grand Duke 
Serius Alexandroviteh of 
Russia in 1884. The earl writes: 


“She was revered almost as 
a, saint in Russia: nevertheless 
—or perhaps on this account— 
she was assassinated in the 
Russian Revolution by being 
thrown, while still ave. into a 
disused mine-shaft. ...” 


The body ef Grand Duchess 
Elizabeth was smuggled out of 
the Russian mine-shaft by her 
followers to an Orthodox chapel 
in Peking. Later it was moved 
yet again and buried on the 
Mount of Olives outside Jeru- 
salem. 


But it Is the carl's 
ancestors who dominate 
blue-bound volume. 

And oddly, again and again, 
even in the mists of the remote 
past they appear, in Earl 
Mountbatten’s account, to dis- 
play some marked Mountbatten 
qualities. They are interested 
in technical matters. They do 
things on the grand scale. 

One was Henry, Earl of 
Northumberland, friend of Slr 
Waltcr Raleigh and known as 
the “Wizard Earl” because of 
his obsession with sclence. The 
Wizard Earl was imprisoned in 
the Tower for nearly 16 years 
under suspicion of complicity 
in the Gunpowder Flot. Hut 
imprisonment did not cramp his 
style.

Curious plan 


This elghteenth century 
Mountbatten tried out the 
curlous plan of training stags 
instead of horses to draw his

lands shows the antlered team 
drawing him. But there were 
snags to this early Mountbatten 
experiment:— 


owhile being hitched to the 
chariot all dogs had to be shut 
up as the stags could not abide 
them.

Though he clearly delights in 
his ancestors the earl is also 
ready to rebuke them when they 
fall below standard.

It is 
well known how, when Quecn 
Victorla was attending wedding 
ecelebratlons In the State, Louls 
suddenly took it into his head 
1o marry his own mistress, 
Alexandrine von Kolemine. 


It is also well known 
Queen Victoria, In a 
ordered him to cancel 
wedding. 

Usually this is described 35 
amazingly high-handed on her 
part. Earl Mountbatten, how- 
ever, is stili clearly distressed

The number of active tuberculosis 
cases in Hong Kong at present is estimated 
to be 60,000, of which 2,000 are known 
cases of bone and joint disease in children 
up to the age of ten years. 

Most of the deaths occur in men and 
women In their most fruitful and active 
years and many victims of this fell disebse 
are young children,
